Some of the students and villagers 
slept in the open air and set up a 
campfire to keep warm just under the 
Israeli-manned post of the Beaufoite 
Castle, a stronghold built by the 
Crusaders. 

"We spent our night singing the 
Lebanese national anthem -9iid patriot- 
ic songs and waving the Lebanese flag 
in the eyes of the Israelis,” said George 
Karam, a-Christinn student.

ISRAEU PRIME MINISTER 
Benjamin Netanyahu could 
not stop praising His Majesty 
King Abdullah, Jordan and the 
government during a visit to 
Amman yesterday. 

"I was very much 
impressed witli liis leader- 
ship,” said Netanyaiiu at a 
press conference Sunday 
adding “and with the fact that 
he is continuing very clearly 
the policies of the Late King 
Hussein, the policies of peace 
and stability... he is a wise 
leader, an able leader of a sta- 
ble country, and one that has 
stable, strong, duiable rela- 
tions witli Israel." 

Netanyaliu*s remaii<s came , 
alter Jordan assailed his 
rentarks made at Bar Ilian 
University claiming that the 
Late King Hussein “joined” 
Saddam Hussein in 199] out 
of fear of Iraq's strength. He 
added then that Jordan would 
do it again if found in a simi- 
lar situation. 

At the same press confer- 


ence, Prime Minister Fayez 
Tarawneh said that the fierce 
campaign carried out by the 
Jordanian press against 
Netanvahu after his insulting 
remarks, was because Jordan 
enjoyed freedom oftlie press. 

“The press is free to ana- 
lyze, talk and have harsh 
words against governments... 
it is part of the freedom of 
press and the freedom of 
speech." 

Tlie half-hour press confer- 
ence was held after two 
hours of talks between King 
Abdullah and Netanyahu, but 
it wasn’t clear if Netanyahu 
apologized for his remarks 
during the closed-door talks. 
He was Joined by his foreign 
minister, Ariel Sharon. 

Reacting to Netanyahu's 
remarks that he has no doubt 
that peace would be reached 
between Israel and Syria, 
then Lebanon, Ihrawneh said 
that Jordan will use its good 
relations with all parties to 
the benefit of pence. 


But Netanyahu reiterated 
his blaming of the 
Palestinians on the freeze in 
peace making, s£^ng that the 
stalemate was intentional on 
Elieir part. To prove his theo- 
ry, Netanyalni challenged the 
Palestinians to “test" him by 
“complying with the provi- 
sions of the Wye accorcl." 

“I believe that the 
Palestinians are not likely to 
take it up... they would Hire to 
have the appearance and tlie 
perception of no movement." 

Netanyahu then went on to 
guarantee “full movement for 
Kill implementation and par- 
tial movement for partial 
implementation’' oftlie peace 
accords, s^ng “I cannot 
influence thejr activities," 
meaning the Palestinian 
National Authority. 

The Palestinians, supported 
by the US, maintain that they 
are in compliance with 
accords signed with Israel 
and that Netanyahu's right 
wing government is stalling 
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until after the upcoming 
Israeli elections in three 
months. 

Before closing on his short 
visit, Netanyahu reacted to 
questions on the Sunday 


morning report of four Israeli 
soldiers killed by a roadside 
bomb in South Lebanon by 
saying “Israel will know wliat 
to do in response."

Council members neither approved 
nor rejected the 30-day plan request- 
ed by Annan, Canadian Ambassador 
Robert Fowler, the current president 
of the council, said. 

British ambassador to the United 


Nations, Jeremy Greenstock, and the 
US Ambassador Peter Burleigh had 
requested the 30-day deadline. 

“We would think thirty days was a 
reasonable time frame," Greenstock 
said. 

Annan called 30 days a “reasonable 
period." The additional 30 days 
would be added to the drawn-out 
talks with Lll^a under UN mediation, 
which recently have involved Saudi 
Arabia and South Africa. 

Burleigh said Friday that the UN 
Security Council should consider fur^ 
ther measures if no action were taken 
by Libya in 30 days. He made no men- 
tion of what measures would be 
taken, but it was likely that he 
referred to the 1992 economic sanc- 
tions Imposed on Tripoli for failing to 
hand over the suspects. 


The British government on Sunday 
said It was still awaiting an offldat 
Libyan response to a deadline of one 
month set for the handover of sus- 
' peers in the 1988 Lockerbie bombing. 

"We have not had anything official 
by (Libyan President Moammarj 
Qadhafi himself on this," a Foreign 
Office spokeswoman said. 

The deadline “is not really’’ a 
BrItish-US Imposition, the Foreign 
Office said, adding that UN Secretary 
General Kofi Annan had written to 
Qadhafi last Thursday “and asked the 
Libyans to reply within 30 days." 

She said: "Kofi Annan has said chat 
he believes that this is a reasonable 
time in which the Libyans could 
respond to it." 

However, the JANA, agency said 
Saturday: “Those who speak of a 


deadline do not in reality want a fair 
trial." 

Jim Swire, spokesman for UK

Issaias Afeworki, who had said that “pulling 
out of Badme would seem to us as unlikely as 
the sun failing to rise." 

Late Saturday, after five fierce days of fight- 
ing on hot plains beneath hills, Afeworki told 
the UN Security Council in a letter that he 
would accept a peace plan drawn up in 
November by the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU). 

Ethiopia's military proclaimed a “total victo- 
ry" and Radio Ethiopia broadcast war songs, 
some of them dating back to days of battle on 
horseback, while government communiques 
were broadcast in Amharic, Tigrayan, 
Oromigna and Somali. 

Private papers, such as the weekly Reporter, 
on Sunday morning ran headlines such as: 
“The Eritrean army is being taught a lesson at 
Badme." 

An Ethiopian official on Sunday said that 
Prime Minister Meles Zenawl’s government 
wos debating an imiiiedlate ceasefire - 
demanded by the United Nations as a matter 
of urgency - but a government source later 
said the chances of this were "minimal (but) 
possible.”

The jubilation in Addis Ababa stood in stark 
contrast to Asmara, where the mood was 
somber,' marked by an unwillingness to believe 
the tide had turned. 

Afeworkl's . office failed to broadcast his 
announcement of acceptance of the pence 
plan, but news spread.

The main concern in Addis Ababa on Sunday 
was the military victory at Badme, not the let- 
ter in which Afeworki told the UN Security 
Council that Ethiopia "now occupies by force 
Eritrean sovereign territory...

TEHRAN (AFP) — Iran reaffirmed Sunday 
its sovereignty over three disputed 
islands in the Gulf, while also saying it 
was prepared fur “constructive negotia- 
tions'' with the United Arab Emirates. 

"These islands . 11 % Iranian and Iran is 
ready to cmirimie constructive negotia- 
tions with the UAE on the basis of the 
1971 iigrceinents and without precondi- 
tions," foreign ministry spokesman 
Hamid Reza Assefl said, quoted on Iranian 
radio. 

The Gulf Cooperation Council (GCQ 
warned Iran on Saturday that it was dam- 
aging relations with Its Arab neighbors 
becniise of its dispute with the UAE over 
the islands of Abu Musa and the Lesser 
and Greater Tunbs. - 

GCC head Jamil Al Hujailan called on 
Iran to accept UAE calls to resolve the 


conflict tlirough direct negotiations or 
the International Court of ju.stice. 

Assefl said Iran's policy of “dialogue 
and friendly consultation with neighbor- 
ing and Muslim enunrries, and in particu- 
lar that of stepping up relations with its 
neighbors in the Persian Gulf lias not 
changed." 

Tile UAE Thursday formally protested 
to UN Secretary General Kofi Annan over 
Tehran's opening of a new town hall this 
month on Abu Musa. 

Iran on Saturday launched nine days of 
military maneuvers in the Gulf and Sea of 
Oman between Abu Musa and the Strait 
of Hormuz. Iran lias controlled the three 
islands since 1971 after Britain ended Its 
protectorate In the region. Tehran rejects 
arbitration, claiming the islands are part 
of its territory. 


BAGHDAD (AFP) — Iraq said on 
Saturday it would not cooperate with 
the United Nations until sanctions 
against it are liffaed, and appealed to its 
neighbors to \dolate tlie embargo in 
their own economic interest. 

"When they jtlie United Nations) set 
up commissions to evaluate whatever 
they want to evaluate, we told them this 
matter did not concern us," Iraqi Deputy 
Prime Minister Tfaneq Aziz told an Arab' 
solidarity meeting in Baghdad. 

Iraq “has not attended a single meet- 
• ing of the Security Council nor sent any 
letters to the chairman of the Security 
Council," since the US-British Desert Fbx 
air strikes in December, he said. 

“Wfe will not agree to cooperate with 
the international otganization until it 
condemns tJie aggression and lifts the 
sanarons,” he said. 

The UN Security Council decided in

Aziz did not explain how a doaiment 
presented by Baghdad to the commis- 
sion tasked with making proposals on 
Iraqi disarmament was to be regaixled.

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TEHRAN (AFP) — Iran on Sunday rejected as "tendentious nnd 
uiifoiinded'’ a US report on the human rights situation in the ccnin- 
try. “Tlie publication of this tendentious nnd unrounded report 
siiows yet again US hostility towards Iran and the identity of the 
Iranian people,'' said foreign ministry spokesman Ham id-Reza Assefl, 
quoted by the radio. In its annual report on human rights worldwide 
publislied Friday, the US State Department gave Iran bad marks in 
spite of “some improvements made in a small number of areas.”

' Archbisliop Henry D'Soiiza told tlie Associated 
Press he had received a letter from the 
Congregation for the Canonization of Sainthood 
on Dec. 12 annoiinclng the waiver, but had not 
publicized it. 

"Tlie supreme pontiff lui.s liereby granted tlie 
dispensation from the norm so tliai a petition to 
start the cause of beniiFicatloii and canonization 
oF the servant of Cod. Teresa, the foimdress of 
the congregation of die missionary sisters and 
brothers of charity, could be initiated before the 
five year period of her deatli." the letter said. 

Accortiing to niles of the Catholic Church, the 
process of declaring a candidate a saint, in this 
case. Mother Tbresa, can begin only five years 


after his or her death. This is the first time in 
recent memory that such an exception lias been 
made, the Archbishop said.

SINGAPORE (1^ — The Asia aisLs has brought dire 
problems for die region's economies but the silver 
lining has been a dramatic improvement in current 
account surpluses, even though It has come mainly, 
through a collapse in imports. 

Not so elsewliere, and economists around the 
world are increasingly wonying about the growing 
deficits and imbalances, particularly the sizeable 
shortfall in the United States and Its imbalances 
witli both Japan and Europe. This could be good 
news for tJie regional airrendes if the growing U.S. 
deficit proved to be bad news for the doilar. 

But in a global deflationary environment that 
could well give Asian govemmenis a major 
headache as they try to keep their currencies down 
to make exports competitive. The last thing they 
need is sharply firming currencies when deflation, 
not infiatioii, is the problem. 

The drive for exports, against the background of 
a huge output gap, is the bedrock for a regional 
recovery. But with Europe and Japan both moribund 
in terms of absorbing imports, the United States is 
at tile moment rhe Asian exporters' saviour.

B y year 2030. the trans- 
portation sector will 
need 2.5 times more 
energy, just to keep up with 
expanding demand for 
motorized transportation. If 
trends ai*e projected to year 
2100, transportation will be 
consuming 20 times more 
energy, or four times moro 
than is totally used by the 
world today. Cars will then 
have to be 20 times cleaner 
just to match the present 
burden their energy con- 
sumption places on the envi- 
ronment. Since 1974, prod- 
uct design and development 
firms began developing 
energy efTicienl alternative 
cars, some reaching up to 
I28mpg of fuel consump- 
tion. 

Because most of an auto- 
mobile's energy is consumed 
to rranspurt itself, smaller 
cars designed specifically for 
urban and comimiring trips 
are one of tlie most promis- 
ing options. ' Studies show 
that such cars could slash 
tlie nation's fuel consump- 
tion by 50 percent and 
increase traffic flow in con- 
gesred urban areas by as 
miicli as 70 percent. 

Practical battery-electric 


cars and fuel cell cars tliat 
run on hydrogen extracted 
from water or methanol are 
on the horizon. A. new 
metliod of storing natural 
gas at low pressure on acti- 
vated carbon could make it 
possible to refuel cars. 
Alcohol fuels made from 
plants and wood waste may 
be as inexpensive as gasoline 
by the turn of tlie century. 

Today’s accelerated searcli 
for new technologies comes 
from environmental, energy, 
and population forecasts. 
Approximately 400 million 
cars already exist, and in 30 
years there will be nearly 
double the human popula- 
tion and over one billion cars 
in the world. In 100 years, 
most of the world will be 
industrialized, energy con- 
sumption will be 10 times 
greater, the environment will 
be overloaded, and the plan- 
et will have been stripped of 
its resources. Future cars will 
be far dirTcreiu because of 
w'hat we now know about 
the environmental harm and 
economic hazard of unre- 
strained energy consump- 
tion. And for those who 
enjoy fine machines, cars 
will also be better.

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I n general, vitamin C 
tends to remain stable in 
acidic solution, but it 
decomposes significantiy in 
the presence of alkalies 
isuch as baking soda), oxy- 
gen and copper (including 
cooking utensils). 

Although preservatives some- 
times get bad reviews, sul- 
fite additives can act as scav' 
engers for os^gen. Sulfur diox- 
ide that comes in contact 
with foods during prepara- 
tion protects vitamin C as 
well as beta carotene. 

Washing, trimming, peel- 
ing and cutting fruits and 


vegetables will reduce their 
vitamin C content, probably 
because those procedures 
expose mure of the food to 
oxygen. 

Be careful with your broc- 
coli. Many families I. know 
will cut and cook the flo- 
rets (the attractive green 
Flower), but will discard the 
less attractive yet tasty 
stems. Unfortunately, the 
stems retain vitamin C much 
better than the florets 
because the florets have a 
greatersurface area exposed to 
air, heat and water 

Always microwave, steam 



or stir fry foods containing 
vitamin C; Scientific tests 
hfive shown that cabbage 
and broccoli lose only 10 to 
20 percent of their vitamin C 
during miouwavii^, as opposed 
to losing 27 to 62 percent 
v^ien boiling in laige amounts 
of water. 

Vitamin C is leached out 
by water, but it can be 
recovered to some extent if 
you use the water in serving 
the meal. Re-lieating or liolding 
cooked foods for extended 
periods causes additional 
losses of both vitamin C and 
beta carotene.

HAMBURG (DPA) -- The 
alarm is being sounded in 
Moscow. On a Russian TV 
show, two Moscow politi- 
rcians complain about the 
“dangers of the Internet." 
The first politician illustrates 
the negative impact of mod- 
ern communications “on the 
psyche of nations and indi- 
viduals." The second politi- 
cian, demands better protec- 
tion for secrets of the state. 

Both' politicians, however, 
agree on one thing: The 
75,000 employees of the FSB, 
successor to the KGB, need to 
do more to combat espionage 
on the Internet. • 

But that was two years ago. 
Now. die Whshington*based U.S. 
News & World Report 
(httpa0Vvwwusnews.com) reports 
that the FSB plans to use the latest 
tedinologies to monitor commu- 
-nlcations on the Internet. Every 
Internet service provider In 
Russia is to be forced to 
install a "black box," which 
would link the computer net- 
work viq optic fiber connec- 
tions to the secret service. 

This way, invisible govern- 
ment spies can, if necessary, 
redirect e-mail, collect 
addresses, or document surf 
habits. According to the 
newspaper, the one million 
Russian on-line users would 
experience “the electronic 
equivalent of the wiretaps 
used by the Soviet KGB." 

While Russia's political 
establishment apparently 

views the internet as a 
threat, Americans are using 
their own invention as a tool 
for creating an image. The 
CIA is present on the Web, 
with the motto "Informed 
citizens — a must for the 
democracy." At 


http://wvvw.odd .^v.da, 
Internet surfers are greeted 
with the mysterious sound 
of Morse code and keys turn- 
ing in locks. 

But a security disclaimer 
makes it dear that tlie CIA is 
serious after all; "You are 
accessing an official system 
of the U.S. government. 
Unauthorized manipulations 
will be prosecuted" — an 
unmistakable warning to 
hackers, who have cracked 
sensitive U.S. sites before. 
The CIA webmaster warns all 
visitors that every step taken 
on the site may be recorded. 

While the CIA site exposes 
no secrets, three areas are 
well worth seeing' for the 
curious. The "CIA Fact Book" 
under the heading “publica- 
tlons" olTers a wealth of 
Information about all coun- 
tries and territories on 
Earth. “The CIA KidsHome 
Page," on the other hand, 
illustrates how the 
President's call to encourage 
the young generation to use 
computers is executed. 

Finally, the CIA advertises 
Jobs on its site. Candidates 
for the position “Clandestine 
Service Trainee," for exam- 
ple, should be “extraordi- 
nary people who want more 
than a job and are looking 
for unique travel experi- 
ence." Requirements: 

Outstanding educational 
background, team player, 
and “burning interest In 
International matters." 

Even the most secret of 
the United States' secret ser- 
vices — the National 
Security Agency (NSA), 
whose existence. was 
revealed only' in 1982 — is 
now present on the Web, at 


http://www.nsa.gov. 

The NSA controls spy 
satellites, which listen in on 
communications streams 
down on Earth. The home 
page of the “Intelligence 
Community” at 

http://www.'odci.gov/ic illus- 
trates that the U.S. main- 
tains another eleven secret 
services and related agen- 
cies. One of these hidden 
agencies is the U.S. Security 
Service (USSS), which, 
among other things, is in 
charge of protecting the U.S. 
President and his family. 
Photos from the service's 
operation are available at 
http://www.treas.gov/uss. 

The Federation of 
American Scientists (FAS), 
which counts 55 Nobel laure- 
ates among its members, 
maintains another worth- 
while site. The original 
founders of the FAS are sci- 
entists who worked on the 
first atom bomb in 1945. The 
site offers information about 
terrorist organizations, free- 
dom movements, or drug 
cartels. ' 

One would expect James 
Bond to be right around the 
corner at the official site of 
the British secret service. 
But the service, called Ml 5, 
presents facts rather than 
action at 

http://www.mi5.gov.uk. 
Surfers who know secrets 
can call 0171-930-9000 
anonymously "the identi- 
ties of callers will be treated 
with the greatest cafe," the 
site says. 

While the secret services 
of Bulgaria, Israel, or Poland 
remain undercover, ocher 
nations are more open. The 
Spanish Centro Superior de

The 
German Federal Agency for 
Protecting the Constitution, 
based in Cologne, greets 
surfers conservatively with 
words from president Peter 
Frisch at http://www.verfas- 
sungsschutz.de. On the site, 
there is information about 
the sect Scientology, which 
is outlawed in Germany, a 
computer game, and an on- 
line order form for more 
information. 

Embarrassing for the 
agency is the fact that an 1 8- 
year-old student from 
Saxony and a 17-year-old 
student from Cologne 
recently cracked into the 
German agency's Web site, 
adding photos of politicians 
in the style of the Muppets 
Show — as well as racist slo- 
gans. The perpetrators were' 
caught. But even if the 
German undercover services 
aren't safe from manipula- 
tion, the incident makes 
clear that the Russians may 
have grounds to worry when 
it comes to online espi- 
onage. 


FRANCE TO BE 
PUSHED KICKING, 
SCREAMING INTO 
INTERNET AGE 


PARIS (DPA) — It was at ,1 recent 
press conference licld l)y Frencli 
prime minister Lionel Jospin 
that the country chose to 
remind the world that France 
not only bu'Ods supersonic jets 
and bullet trains but also 
intends to get up to speed 
quickly on the Internet. 

But when “cyberjospin" — an 
epitlict used by tlie magazine 
"Uberation" — went online last 
January to introduce the govern- 
ment's new Internet program, it 
became clear tliat France has 
some catching up to do on the 
global information network. 

The government's new 
Internet service has been vastly 
overburdened, and many Jour- 
nalists tried to access the Web 
page of the prime minister in 
vain. “Le Monde" spoke of an 
“online disaster." 

France is in dire need of good 
news about tlie liitemct. 
According to the French paper 
"Liberation,'' the European 
Union's second strongest finan- 
cial power is twelfth in the 
world In terms of Internet 
usage. Wliile about eight per- 
cent of EU citizens access the 
Internet with privately-owned 
computers, only five percent do 
so in France. 

The popularity of Minitcl, 
France's long-standing nation- 
wide online access system, 
receives much of the blame for 
the French people's lukewarm 
reception of the Internet. 
Minitel, a text-based informa- 
tion system, was a huge sales hit 
when first introduced. Tlie 
Minitel box, with screen and 
keyboard, sits next to the phone 
in many French households - 
some 17 million currently use 
Minitel every year to find tele- 
phone numbers, troin connec- 
tions, or entertainment. On bill- 
boards or in newspaper ads, 
spnrscly-clad women offer their 
services at Minitel number 
3615. 

in France, many citizens pre- 
fer Minitel over the computer 


because of its low price. In ihe 
early eighties, the French tek^ 
phone company France Telecom 
offered access tcnninalsforlm, 
and today renting a device costs 
about lours dollars per month. 

But now Minitel tlirratens to 
suffocate the Internet, josph 
views it os "a handicap in luiig 
new technologies". Another 
issue is the laitguage: 11k 
Internet is primarily in Englisli.a 
language that many in Fhnce 
tradition, -lily view \rith su^ 
cion. 

Jospin's new pn^am is 
designed to introduce FrEtncen 
the Internet. His administration 
has already scored some suc- 
cesses. Under pressure fmnithe 
government, France Tkiecom 
plans to offer flat-rate oonneo 
tion rates for the Internet. Hii 
military persuaded Joqiin to 
loosen national security policies 
and make encryption technolo- 
gy pubiicly available, Ihereliy 
improving protection of einzl 
messages. 

While French politidanstryto 
advance the Internet with small 
steps, the worid-vride computer 
network advances in leaps and 
bounds in such places as 
les-Moulineaux, to the south of 
Paris. With only 47J)00 inhalM- 
tants, the community is showing 
France the possibilities of the 
new technology. An estimated 
fbity percent ofloral companls 
are active In the communica- 
tions market, says nmw Andw 
Santini.

THROUGH IPO REMAINS A POSSIBILITY 


'COMPANY EMPLOYEES, LOCAL INVESTORS COME FIRST' 


THE END OF the controversial 
strategic partner bid late last 
year was not a signal that the 
government had abanclpned 
privatizing Jordan Telecom. 
Shares of the state-owned 
telecoms carrier may be 
offered for sale through an 
international public offering 
(IPO) the end of the year, 
according to the government. 

"The subject of tlie strate- 
gic partner is over," said 
Minister of 

Tdecommunications , 

Suleiman Hafeth, speaking 
after a three-hour brief on 
Jordan Iblecom's accomplish- 
ments attended by Prime 
Minister Fayez Tarawa eh, offi- 
dals from the Executive 
Privatization Unit and the 
Telecommunications 
Regulatory Commission held 
at the Telecommunications 
College in Naour. 

The prime minister has 
assured us that the govern- 
ment is still considering pri- 
vatization of Jordan Telecom 
seriously, however, since the 
drcumstances have changed, 
other scenarios are being 
studied," the minister told 
reporters. 

Declining to shed more 
light on the scenarios, Hafetli 
raid that an announcement 
would "come soon." 

More outspoken, Jordan 
V. 


Telecom's chairman. All 
Sluikri told reporters during a 
press briefing that the minis- 
ter was referring to ait IPO. 

“The prime minister told us 
that the government was 
studying 'other' ways of sell- 
ing Jordan Telecom's shares, 
in which priority will be given 
to the company's employees 
and local investors, then to 
Arab and foreign investors," 
he said. 

Earlier in January Shukri 
received a letter from His 
Majesty the Late King 
Hussein, praising Jordan 
Telecom's achievements and 
demanding tlie consumma- 
tion of two projects. 

“In the first part of the let- 
ter, Sayidna is celling them, 
'forget about the strategic 
partner bid.' Iji the second 
part he is saying 'I want you 
to provide Internet to all the 
Kingdom's schools and to 
achieve the GSM project," 
Sliukri was quoted as saying 
by The Arab Daily in mid- 
January. 

That same letter hangs on 
three walls ,it the college. 

But before Jordan Telecom's 
shares can bo offered on an 
IPO, the firm's processes must 
be restructured to meet inter- 
national standards, Shukri 
told The Arab Daily then. 

"There are rules and norms 


out there in the world that 
govern the way telecommuni- 
cations business is conduct- 
ed." he pointed out. . 

Among the processes that 
must be restructured are 
Jordan Telecom's tariffs, 
which according to Shukri are 
to be revisited in a more mod- 
ern, cost oriented manner, 
away from cross subsidiza- 
tion. 

According to Shurki, inter-

national call charges will be 
cut, while local and national 
calls will be raised this com- 
ing March, as part of Jordan 
Telecom's tariff restructuring 
program. 

Till last July, the program 
was not on schedule, accord- 
ing to industry sources. 

The notion of the offering 
Jordan Iblecom's shares to 
employees and local investors 
was first introduced late last 
year, when Shukri held a fiery 
press conference denouncing 
the credibility of the strategic 
partner sale and demanding 
that the process be "revisit- 


ed." 


Shukri fought the sale vehe- 
mently, criticizing, among 
other aspects, the establish- 
ment of an executive council 


in favor of the strategic part- 
ner and that the state-owned 
Incumbent was worth more 
than what British Cable and 
Wireless and American 
Southern Bell Corporation 
(SBC) had offered. 

The UK giant had bid S320 
milljon for 40 percent of 
Jordan Telecom's shards, 
while its American counter- 
part had offered half that. 
According to the bid's condi- 
tions, the strategic partner 
would have had four out of 
seven seats on the executive 
council. 

Among his other proposals 
during that period was the 
sale of shares to employees 
and local Investors. 

In November, following a 
dosed a meeting of the Lower 
House and its Financial 
Committee, the government 
notified the US and British 
bidders that new conditions 
had been introduced to the 
bid — sale of an extra 10 per- 
cent of shares to public 
investment funds and employ- 
ees, and more importantly, a 
review of rlie executive board 
by the year 2001, 

Tile . sale subsequently 
flopped after SBC backed out. 
At the time. Prime Minister 
Tarawneh was quoted as say- 
ing that the American firm 
had reconsidered its position 
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All Shukri 


due CO the change of telecom 
industry conditions around 
the world. 

Last January, Jordan 
Telecom annoimced chat it 
would have a high-speed ATM 
hack-bone up and running for 
its upcoming Internet ser-

free. 

Other worthwhile projects 
Cliat promise to pump up the 
company's worth are its yes- 
terday's launch of ISDN and 
its C5M division, wliicli 
stands to laimcli this coming 
August.

Tliough we think of Qiopui as 
Polish, his lather was Fbendi. He set- 
tied in Wkrstw as a teacher and nuir- 
tied a Polish woman was high- 
born but had lowwrealth. Qiopin had 
three sistens and lie was a middle 
child.

M ROMA DEFEATS AC MILAN, 
ENDS 11 -MATCH UNBEATEN STREAK 


ROME (AP) — Brazilian Paulo Sergio ended 
AC Milan’s 1 l-match unbeaten streak 
Saturday, scoring on a 64th-minute header to 
give AS Roma a 1-0 victory at Olympic 
Stadium. 

Tlie loss prevented AC Milan from taking the 
Serie A lead by itself for the first lime since 
1996, and left its cross-town rival Lazio atop 
the standings. 

AC Milan dropped to 12-7-4 and 43 points, 
two behind Lazio wliich was to play lightly 
regarded Vicenza in its 23rd-round match 
Sunday. 

Elsewhere in the Serie A Saturday, Enrico 
Chiesa scored twice and Neman Crespo one 
to lead Parma over Perugia 3-1 and vault into 
second place with 44 points. 

At Milan's San Siro stadium a sold-out crowd 
of 80,000 saw struggling powerhouses 
Incernazlonale and Juventuis play to a goal- 
less draw which left both teams 10 points or 
more out of tlie lead and possibly out of con- 
tention.. 

In the only other game Saturday, Piacenza 
routed Bologna 5-0. 

The four league matches played on Saturday 
involved Italian teams engaged in European 
competitions next week. 

Five matches, including Fiorentina- 
Salemitana, will complete the 23rd-round 
Sunday. 

At Rome's Olympic stadium, Roma over- 
whelmed Milan with a more aggressive sec- 
ond-half play, after the visiting team wasted 
two clear scoring chances early in the first 
half by Leonardo and Oliver BierhofT. 

Left unmarked close to the net, Paulo Seigio 
got his head onto a perfect cross by captain 
Francesco Ibtti and recorded his 1 0th goal 
this season. 

Roma improved its home record to 9-3-0 and 
moved into a sixth-place tie with Inter, at 35 
points. 

Paulo Sergio's goal followed a powerful free 
kick by Ibtti that hit the bar. 

R oma, which slowed another title con- 
tender last Sunday by holding 
Fiorentina to a goalless draw, missed

IOC PANEL MEETS TO CONSIDER FATE 
OF MEMBERS IMPLICATED IN SCANDAL 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland (AP) — Amidst 
surprising disinterest, an International 
Olympic Committee panel began a two-day 
meeting to debate the lot of 13 members 
embroiled In the Salt Lake City scandal. In 
stark contrast to the first round of expul- 
sions and warnings last montli, which drew 
hundreds oMirenzted reporters, necessitat- 
ing high surveillance and tight security, the 
IOC headquarters on Saturday were desert- 
ed, with only the odd jogger or strolling, 
family disturbing the peace of the few 
guards posted out front. The inquiry panel, 
headed by IOC vice president Richard 
Pound of Canada, officially began discus- 
sions behind closed doors at 7:30 p.m., 
though several members arrived early In 
the morning and remained holed-up the 
entire day. 1blks .were to continue through 
Sunday. Tlie Ad Hoc committee has been 
assigned to review eridence and hear from 
IOC mennbers wanting to defend them- 
selves in person. , it ydll then recommend 
expulsion or other action to the' IOC execu- 


tive board. Pound's six-man investigative 
panel was appointed last December after 
initial reports by a local television station 
that Salt Lake Oty bidders gave scholar- 
ships to the families of IOC members dur- 
ing the city's successful quest for tlie 2002 
Winter Games. Last month, a Salt Lake 
ethics panel reported that 24 IOC members 
- a fifth of the membership - or their fami- 
lies benefited-from more than S1.2 iniilfon 
in cash, travel, medical care and other 
improper inducements. Nine IOC members 
resigned or were expelled last month in the 
first phase of' Pound's Investigation and 
another was given a warning. The weekend 
meeting will likely decide the future of 
three members who remained under inves- 
tigation after the initial round of the 
inquiry, and will look at the cases of 10:

Will 
they read this new one 7 The diffi- 
culty is this: the of post-fem- 
inism has been so strong that 
those who ^aa\A read the book 
are no doubt convinced that 
there's no need. The battle's been 
won; the aigument's over. Who's 
seriously against feminism now? 
We all believe in equal pay. Gender 
discrimination is against the law. 
It’s over, isn't it? But racial discrirtir 
illation is against tlic law and look 
at what happened to Stephen 
Lawrence. Tliis is not a gratuitous 
analogy; what llie Maepherson 
report defined as 'institutional 
radsm' could easily be redefined 
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to cover the sort of sexism still 
prevalent in society. It may not be 
overt, it may not be acknowl- 
edged, it pro^bly isn't conscious. 
That's die most dangerously, the 
most pervadve sort. 

If there's room, then, for an 
apgiy feminist tract today what 
should it say? Perhaps ft’s right to 
attadethe Bridget Jones woman of 
the Nineties, and her our endless 
preoccupation with weight, 
appearance and the Barbie-doll 
culture. And yes, If that's what you 
want, you want Germaine Greer to 
do it. But anger, while a necessary 
motivatioii for attack, is not a help- 
ful accessory to enlightenment. 

1 am not sure it is true to say 
anywiy, that women's dissadsfao 
don with their bodies comes from 
men's disparagement. Most 
women, myself included, feci relar 
tively relaxed about the male 
response; it is women’s gaze 
which is so terrifying. Men are the 
ones who, bless diem, describe 
women as *too thin'; is there a 
woman aih/e who knows the 
meaning of die concept?

This might be 
Just because any leveling off is 
always a leveling down, not a lev- 
eling up. But you could argue that 
itis partofdie feminization of the 
culture as a whole. 

in a sense, the condition of 
femaleness, the very condition 
against which the women’s libera- 
tion movement of the Seventies 
fought, traditionally was one that 
defined women as units of worth.

This brings us to children and to 
the lesson th^ bring: this is a dif- 
ficult subject.

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GENETICALLY ALTERED 
FLOWERS SET TO BLOOM 


LONDON — niack nises, bliiL* 
tulips, frost-rcsisinni gerani- 
ums and petals that cliangc 
color when they need water: 
the genetically modified flower 
is coming to a garden center 
near you. 

While iiuich of the recent 
controversy on genetically 
modified teclinoingy has cen- 
tered on food and crops, plant 
scientists are working on simi- 
lar technology to produce 
"Frankenstein" flowers. 

Although gardeners might 
relish the prospect of having 
new varieties of winter plants 
or disease-free roses, environ- 
mental campaigners fear CM 
flowers could cause ecological 
problems, cross- pollinate witli 
wild flowers and damage deli- 
cate natural ecosystems. 

A company indirectly owned 
by Lord Sainsbury, Britain's 
Science Minister, has received a 
government grant to use genet- 
ic technology to create new 
flower varieties. 

Norfolk, England-based 
Floranova - which was placed in 
Sainsbury's blind trust when he 
became a Minister last July - 
received a pounds 53,000 grant 
from the Department of Trade 
8i Industry for its researcli. 

Tlic Observer has obtained 
an ofTidal documeiir which says 
tlic research aims to ‘'enhance 
the capability of tlie company 
in creating new varieties of 
ornamental plant through the 
transfer of novel plant blutecli- 
nologies and other methods for 


manipulating plant genomtf. 

Plant experts who have sea 
the wording say such genedc 
manipulation is intended 
create new colors and shapes; 
and add alien characteristics lo 
plants. 

For Instance Fiorlgene, aa 
Australian company based h 
Holland, has been able to turn 
off the genes in some flowen 
that make them wilt. Its genet 
icalty modified carnation has a 
vase life in water of 22 dqs 
instead of 10. Others are loob 
ing at adding fish genes lo 
flowers such as geraniums lo 
make them resistant to frost or 
certain diseases.

Lottery winners might expect to be

Bigger 
houses, better cars, more luxurious 
holidays, less time with family or 
friends, more time on the couch. Can 
we ever have enough? The answer 
seems to be no - even too much is 
never enough. 

British psychologist Oliver Janies 
goes further than Robert Franks or 
Daniel Gilbert.

We feel let down, argues 
James - by love and by our own aspira- 
tions. Even when we succeed, we feel 
that we have failed. 

What is this happiness of which 
James, Frank or Gilbert talk? The afflu- 
ent of the West live in a therapy cul- 
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average mood. If they were glum 
before, tlicy were glum after. If they 
were tranquil before,, then they were 
tranquil again. 

That old saying seems proved: 
money can't buy happiness. A book 
that Is causing a stir in America makes 
the same point, Robert Franks's Luxury 
Fever: Why Money Failj to Satisfy in an . 
Era of Excess, claims tli;it tiVo decades 
of rapidly increasing affiueiiK and law 
Ish spending has not made anyone any 
happier.

li'cnch philnsopher Michel 
l-oucault claimed that we have 
substituted sex with the talk nf 
sex. Perhaps we have done the 
same with happiness. 

People didn't tliink happiness 
was their right - partly because 
they didn't liave the time, but 
also because life used to have 
God at its center. Life was a 
waiting room. Even when it was 
full of pain and deprivation, it 
had a purpose. But few people 
have that kind of faith any 
longer. We are born, and then 
. we die. It is what happens in 
. between that matters. Ip a god- 
less world we ponder life's 
meaning. If there is no Immortal hap- ! 
piness. we have to find it here, now. ‘ 

Lewis Wolpert has suggested that, 
for mild depression at least, brisk exer- 
cise is likely to be more effective than 
pills and therapy. It seems that a simi- 
larly stoical approach may be appropri- 
ate for happiness. ■ ; ?
